a distinctly novel aud unusually im- 
provement is of more tban ordinary in- 
terest.

For 
the past two decades electricians from 
Edison down have been laboring to 
produce the result which was yesterday

A steam engine returns only one 


unit of power for each ten units of 
heat consumed at tho boiler—a loss of 
90 per cent. When thin engine is vised 
as the motive power for converting 
machinery into electrical energy there 
is a further loss of one per cent in 
friction between the engine and gener- 
ation. A unit of heat when converted 
into heat by the steam dynamic method 
in present use, returns only nine one 
hundredths of a unit in electric power, 


It has been demonstrated beyond a 


question that heat and electricity are 
identical—electricity being invariably 
the result of molecular heat; it is 
therefore evident that this ninety-one 
per cent of heat lost by the conversion 
into steam dynamic electricity would 
be saved were it possible to collect the 
original current generated 
by 
the 


Same. 


The collection of this original cur- 


rent is possible when a method which 
gives positive direction to the electric 
waves has been obtained. Ordinarily 
those electric pulsations or waves, like 
those of the atmosphere, are in all 
directions and uncertain and indefi- 
nite in effects. To effect the positive 
action and subsequent collection of 
current has beon the electrician's aim, 
and 
various 
methods have vainly 


been tried for so doing. Generally 
tho heating of the juncture of two dies, 
similar metals has been the principal 
features of these attempts. This in- 
variably results in the destruction of 
the metals employed after a very short 
time, and the current at best has been 
of a very low degree of efficiency as 
compared to the beat consumed. All 
previous results have, therefore, in- 
variably resulted in failure to effect 
their object. 


Some three months since there came 


to Rono as night operator for the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company an elec- 
trical engineer, chemist and inventor 
by tho name of Bobbing who, like 
others of his profession, has devoted 
yeary to the discovery of this secret. 
Through the courtesy 
of Manager 


Brown of the Western Union, who has 
afforded him every possible facility for 
tho prosecution of his studies, and 
placed at his disposal the intricate ap- 
paratus of the company for use in his 
experiments, Mr. Bobbins has evolved 
a system both simple and practical 
which 
promises 
to 
revolutionize 


modern electrical 
application, and 


which at the present stage of develop- 
ment seems to successfully solve the 
problem of electricity vs. steam. 


By the Bobbins system no loss of 


metal takes place further than the 
natural loss such as is experienced in 
the ordinary use of a stove or other 
common utensil. This system is based 
on molecular changes which, as is well 
known, occur in all matter when sub- 
jected to heat, or to electrical action; 
and to prevent loss of atomic power 
Mr. Bobbins usoj a combination of 
metals, carbon and a highly sensitive 
liquid solution which, when cooled, re- 
sumes its normal state. 


The apparatus as shown to aJOCBNAL 


reporter consists of a simple glass jar 
containing the liquid (which is the 
principal feature of the invention), 
through which passes a metallic tube 
for the conduction of heat. Into this 
jar are also placed a number of pieces 
of carbon which serve as collectors for 
the current. Wires connected respect- 
ively to the tube and collectors are 
connected to an electrical indicator 
which in a normal state of the appa- 
ratus shows ao 
current 
whatever. 


Upon heating the tube by passing 
through it a small quantity of hot 
water, the liquid near the tube is ob- 
served to change color, a alight motion 
is observed and electrical action is 
shown on the indicator; this action be- 
comes more and more intense as the 
temperature of the tube is increased 
and ceasea only after the application 
of hot water is stopped and the tem- 
perature of the tube is reduced to that 
of the surrounding element. 


Mr. Robbins is enthusiastic over his 


discovery, and in detailing its applica- 
tion says: 


"No one can conceive the possibili- 


ties for electrical application by this 
method. By it I believe that every 
householder can have 
the brilliant 


illumination of the incandescent lamps 
throughout his residence at the ex- 
pense of an oil lamp, under bis own 
private battery. The waste heat from 
the staok of the Mill & Lumber Co.

CELLULOID FASHION PLATES. 


SToa Cm JF1U Them In With a Background 


of Real Cloth. 


One of the cleverest emanations of 


the fertile Yankee brain which has been 
put npon the market recently is a set of 
fashion plates for tailors. These plates 
are printed upon sheets of oellnloid. 
Each sheet is 19}^ inches long and 1^4 
inches wide. Before the prints are made 
thefco sheets are as transparent as glass. 


There are six sheets in n set. 
Upon 


one is a print of a fashionable pair of 
trousers, and npon the others full length 
figures of men dressed in the accepted 
style of clothing. One print shows the 
single breasted sack suit, another the 
double breasted sack suit, another the 
legislation three button cutaway suit, 
anof-her the ouo button cutaway suit 
for f.tont men, and tho last a fashiona- 
ble overcoat. In each figure the print is 
of a man, and he is hutted and gloved 
and provided in some with a cane. 


Tha prints seem to be made at first in 
blfk outline, with nil tho proper shades 
to sho%y the creases and folds as they 
should be iu woll fitting garments. All 
tho parts of tho figures except the gar- 
nisut or garments which each print is 
to display particularly aro then filled in 
v.'ith appropriate colors, and tho back- 
ground around the figures is filled in 
solidly with gold bronze. 


Looked at casually, one does not dis- 


cover tho peculiarity of the plates at 
once. Hold one up to the light, and it 
will l>o seen that the parts devoted to 
garments are ad clear as glass, except 
for tho light shading which indicates 
folds or oi'oTses. Lay one of them over 
a piece of oloth, and the use of tho 
plates becomes manifest at a glance. 
Tho tesluvci of the cloth shows through 
clfi-rly, and tho figure appears to be 
clotuecl in perfect fitting garments of 
tht1 underlying material.

The soapatoue vessels used by the Nip- 
nrnes are of various sizes and have been 
numerously found in Military and Sut- 
toii. Along tho streams, in clefts of rocks 
and on the highest points of land they 
have been unearthed, many broken and 
others in perfect condition, I have in 
mind one which lies in tho western part 
of Millbury, weighing perhaps 75 pounds 
and within CO rods of Kamshorn stream. 
All that is known of its history is that 
the occupants of the farm had for gen- 
erations used it as a watering trough for 
hens. — Worcester Gazette.
